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PREFACE. 


The  first  steps  in  reading  may>be  easy  or  difficult  according  to 
the  teacher’s  comprehension  of  her  task.  She  faces  a  complex 
problem  at  best,  but  her  perplexities  are  trebled  when  the  child’s 
reading  accompanies  the  mastery  of  a  new  language.  The  authors 
therefore  suggest  a  few  principles  which  should  be  followed  in 
using  this  text-book. 

The  teacher  should  keep  in  mind  her  own  experience  in 
learning  a  new  language.  Two  elements  are  necessary — the  vivid 
and  interesting  presentation  of  the  new  object,  and  the  continued 
and  varied  practice  which  necessitates  repetition  of  the  new  word 
or  phrase.  Any  text-book  used  by  beginners  must  be  reenforced 
by  objects  and  pictures,  which  are  made  the  basis  of  oral  language 
lessons.  The  oral  lesson  introduces  the  new  words  of  the  text, 
and  later  repeats  and  impresses  them. 

In  daily  conversations  teacher  and  pupils  should  rehearse  the 
common  forms  of  verb  and  pronoun,  used  in  question  and  answer. 
These  may  often  be  based  upon  familiar  actions.  “  What  is  Juan 
doing?”  “He  is  running.”  “Who  is  running?”  “Juan  is 
running.”  “What  did  you  do,  Juan?”  “I  ran.”  “Who  will 
run?”  “I  will  run.”  Or,  “Where  is  Bonita?”  “ She  is  near 
the  window.”  “Where  is  Jose?”  “ He  is  near  the  table.” 
“  Where  am  It  ”  “  You  are  on  the  platform.”  “  Where  are  the 

boys  ?  ”  “  They  are  on  the  step.” 

It  should  be  remembered  that  figures  of  speech  present  great 
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difficulty  to  the  beginner.  Plain  language  should  predominate  in 
the  first  lessons  ;  concrete  and  specific  terms  should  precede  the 
abstract  and  general.  Carabao  is  easier  to  learn  than  animal; 
red  than  true ;  run  than  go .  Close  observation  of  a  child  who  is 
learning  to  talk  will  reveal  the  order  of  difficulty  in  the  words  of 
the  new  language. 

Fluency  in  both  speaking  and  reading  will  be  secured  by 
varied  and  constant  repetition  of  a  small  vocabulary,  which  neces¬ 
sitates  practice  in  the  fundamental  verbs  and  pronouns.  Every¬ 
thing  that  tends  to  associate  the  child’s  experience  with  the  new 
vocabulary  will  facilitate  his  learning  to  read.  It  should  be 
remembered,  also,  that  the  “explanation”  does  not  explain,  if 
couched  in  unfamiliar  terms.  The  teacher’s  language  should  be 
carefully  chosen  ;  it  should  be  simple,  repeating  over  and  over  the 
fundamental  words  and  phrases. 

Clear  enunciation  is  indispensable.  A  short  period  should  be 
given  every  day  to  the  slow  and  careful  pronunciation  of  the 
words  already  acquired  ;  and,  in  addition,  every  word  which  the 
teacher  uses  should  be  perfect  in  pronunciation  and  enunciation, 
as  a  type  of  well-spoken  English. 

The  sounds  of  the  letters  should  be  taught  in  connection  with 
the  words  whose  initials  present  the  sounds.  After  these  are 
mastered,  rhymed  word  lists  will  be  of  service.  In  many  schools 
the  names  of  the  children  may  be  used  in  learning  the  initial 
sounds.  Thus  A  may  stand  for  Anita,  M  for  Maria,  and  P  for 
Paula.  The  sound  and  the  name  of  the  letter  should  be  care¬ 
fully  distinguished. 

The  order  of  the  lessons  may  be  varied,  according  to  the  need 
of  the  schools.  It  is  recommended,  however,  that  the  book  should 
be  reviewed  to  secure  fluency,  after  the  first  reading.  In  such 
review  each  child  should  be  allowed  to  read  an  entire  lesson.

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TO  TEACHERS. 

The  first  steps  in  reading,  to  be  profitable,  should  be  pleas¬ 
urable.  The  earliest  lessons  should  stimulate  the  child’s  desire 
to  read.  If  this  desire  is  aroused,  power  and  skill  are  assured. 

The  subjects  of  the  lessons  in  this  book  are  interesting  to 
children.  The  vocabulary  is  carefully  chosen,  but  the  intrinsic 
interest,  the  thought  in  the  sentence,  is  never  subordinate  to  the 
words.  The  sentences ,  as  far  as  primer  sentences  can,  say  some¬ 
thing  which  is  interesting  and  reasonable. 

The  words  are  presented  in  sentences,  rather  than  in  lists, 
because  the  sentence  is  usually  necessary  to  make  their  meaning 
plain.  Many  words — notably  conjunctions,  prepositions,  many 
adjectives,  and  some  verbs — can  be  taught  only  in  connection 
with  the  other  words  of  the  sentence.  Lists  are  presented  occa¬ 
sionally  for  variety’s  sake ;  but  the  word  should  be  taught 
through  the  text  or  the  picture. 

The  sounds  of  the  letters  are  introduced  as  the  initial  sounds  of 
familiar  words.  This  is  the  simplest  and  most  natural  fashion  of 
introduction.  The  rhymed  words,  or  families,  are  presented  later. 
Teachers  may  extend  these  exercises  ad  libitum ,  but  they  should 
never  take  the  place  of  reading  for  the  sake  of  the  thought. 

Words  not  entirely  phonic  (as  “  beautiful”)  should  be  taught 
by  sight ,  not  by  sound.  Experience  shows  that  the  very  length 
of  such  words  makes  them  easy  to  remember  by  sight. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  alphabet,  in  both  script  and  print, 
appears  in  these  pages  after  the  initial  sounds  have  been  learned. 
The  ignorance  of  the  alphabet  betrayed  by  children  in  higher 
grades  justifies  its  introduction  at  this  point.  Here  the  letters 
can  best  be  learned  in  order. 

This  book  is  sent  forth  with  the  sincere  hope  that  it  may 
prove  helpful  to  both  teachers  and  children.
